It is noted that in contacts with Dominican sources 
in Puerto Rico no further information has been 
developed regarding the subject and that an interview 
with him appears to be the best method of resolving the 
allegation.

On October 10 , 1961, SJ T- 2 > a former member and 
functionary of the Dominican Servicio de Inteligencia Mllitar 
(SIM), advised as follows:

M0VIMIENT0 POPULAR DOMINIC ANO. _ 
(Dominican Popular Movement) (MPD ) 


On May 5, I960 Dr. MIGUEL A. PARDO, leader of an anti -TRUJILLO 
group in Puerto Rico, advised a Special Agent of the FBI that 
the MPD of Havana, Cuba, was actually a part of the FRENTE 
UNIDO DOMINIC ANO (FUD) of Havana, Cuba. Dr. PARDO stated that 
although the group had as its announced purpose the overthrow 
of Generalissimo RAFAEL L. TRUJILLO, of the Dominican Republic, 
he believed it to be a vehicle of international communism. 


On June 4, i960 MAXIMO ANTONIO LOPEZ MOLINA, self -admitted 
leader of the MPD, advised Special Agents of the FBI that the 
purpose of the MPD was to conduct anti-TRUJILLO activity in an 
open political party. 


On March 29, 1961 ANDRES RAMOS PEGUERO, self -admitted leader 
of the MPD, advised Special Agents of the FBI that during the 
spring of i960 TRUJILLO Invited open political opposition to 
his regime in the Dominican Republic. RAMOS and his companions 
at once planned to return to the Dominican Republic to establish 
the MPD. He and MPD leader MAXIMO LOPEZ departed Puerto Rico in 
June, i960 to commence MPD activity i nside t he Domi nican 
Republlc^RMOS^rther advised that 

the MPD was again active as an opposition 
party to the TRUJILLO regime in the Dominican Republic. 


ARISTIDES MIGUEL PEREZ PICHARDO advised Special Agents of the 
FBI on April 13, 1961 that the MPD was an open political party 
established in mid-1960 in the Dominican Republic to oppose 
TRUJILLO and was believed by many citizens of the Dominican 
Republic to be headed by TRUJILLO collaborators.
